$4,000,000 Navy ‘Bullpup’ Contract 
Awarded Thiokol; Means 200 Jobs

An award of a $4 million con­ 
tract to the Reaction Motors Di­ 
vision of the Thiokol Chemical 
Corp. will create 200 new jobs for 
Lower Bucks County residents at 
Thiokol’s Bristol Township plant. 
The contract has been granted 
to Thiokol by the Navy Depart­ 
ment for full-scale production of 
the “Bullpup” rocket engine. The 
engine has undergone experimen­ 
tal development at the plant for 
the past two years. 
Thiokol, 
located 
adjacent 
lo: 
Five Points on the Newportville | 
Road, 
Bristol 
Township, 
gave 
members of tho press their first 
look at its new engine yester­ 
day. 
“Bullpup,’’ and air - to - sur­ 
face guided missile, presently pro­ 
vides employment for about 245 
persons at the Bristol Township 
plant. 
Thiokol 
has 
announced 
that 


“welders, turret lathe operators, 
inspectors and representatives of 
several other skilled trades” must 
be employed before the end of 
the year to meet the Naval con­ 
tract. 
E. D. Gibson, manager of Thio- 
kol’s production division said "The 
manufacture of this engine will 
have a great value to Delaware 
Valley, and particularly to our 
own community.” 
The visitor making his first 
trip to the Thiokol plant can read­ 
ily see that “Bullpup” has al­ 
ready proved its value to the com­ 
munity and to the country. 
The modern, 
well-kept plant 
was constructed rn 1958 with the 
intention that it would eventually 
serve as the production site for 
this rocket engine. Experimen­ 
tal production was begun in 1959. 
Since then, “Bullpup” has been 
developed to the point where it 
can be used as a source of em­ 
ployment for an expanding pro­

awarded Thiokol a $4 million con­ 
tract to begin full-scale produc­ 
tion of the engine in the next 
few months. 


While the full contract has not 
been defined, it will ultimately 
be of a much greater amount than 
the initial $4 million.

which is being worked out co­ 
ordinately by Thiokol and the 


Martin Co. of Orlando, Fla. Mar­ 
tin is building the units which 
will house the rocket engines 
under construction at Bristol Thio­ 


kol. The Bristol township plant 
is the only one 
of its kind in 
the U.S. in which the visitor can 
see the manufacture of a rocket 
engine from the receipt of raw 
materials to the final product. 


New Job Opportunities

mated welding operations in the 
country, Thiokol is continuing to 
offer new job opportunities to 
skilled workers in Bucks County. 


The corporation has a l r e a d y 
awarded a $193,351 sub-contract 
to Kaiser Flectwings, Inc. of Bris­ 
tol Borough for final machining 
operations on the “Bullpup” en­ 
gine. Through the terms of this 
contract Kaiser will add 35 per­ 
sons to its production stiff. 


When completed, the “Bullpup” 
missile will represent a unique de­
